“The government of the South Af- 
rican republic regrets that Great Brit- 
ain is of the opinion that It is unable 
to accept the proposals made by the 
Transvaal in the dispatches of Au- 
gust 19 and 21, by which the term for 
obtaining the franchise was fixed at 
five vears and the representation of 
the Witwaterstrand district was in- 
creased. The government regrets this 
the more inasmuch as it considered 
itself able to deduce from the negotla- 
tions previous to its formal proposals 
that the latter would be accepted by 
the British government. In these 
conditions of the Transvaal considers 
its proposals are annulled, and finds 
it necessary to submit them to the 
volksraad and the people. It remains 
of the opinion that its proposals are 
very liberal and more extensive than 
those presented by the British high 
commissirgier at Blaemfontein. It Is 
also of the opinion t.@it the conditions 
attached to these proposals are rea- 
sonable. 

“The Transvaal never desired Great 
Britain to abandon any rights pos- 
sessed by virtue of the London con- 
vention of 1884 or by virtue of inter 
national law. The Transvaal still 
hopes that these declarations will 
lead to a good understanding and a 
solution of the existing difficulties.” 


With regard to the question of suze- 
rainty, the Transvaal government refers 
to the dispatch of April 16, 1898, and con- 
siders it unnecessary to repeat that dis- 
patch. The reply proceeds then to say. 


Suzerainty Is Discussed. 


“The Transvaal governigent has already 
made known tv the British agent its ob- 
Jections to accepting the proposals con- 
tained in the British high commission- 
er’s telegram of August 2, suggesting the 
Appointment of delegates to draw up a 
report on the last electoral law voted by 
the volksraad. 

“If the one side’s examination referi@d 
to in the last dispatch should show that 
the existing electoral law can be made 
more efficient, the Transvaal government 
ls ready to make a proposal to the volks- 
tfaad with this object. It is also disposed 
to furnish all the information possible, 
but it 1s of the opinion that the result 
of such an inquiry, s&8 4r as regards a 
Useful appreciation of the law, will be 
of little value. Nevertheless, the gov- 
efnment is very desirous of satisfying 
Great Britain in the matter of the elec- 
loral law and the representation of the 
Mining districts.”’

Berlin, September 6.—The local Anzie- 
ger publishes an interview with Colonel 
Schwarzkoppen which is believed to de- 
fine Germany's policy toward the Drey- 
fus affair.

Children Have Obtained Books and 
Dealers Get a Rest.

In Accordance with an Agreement 
with the Board of Education. 
Story of the Book Sale. 


The majority of the school children who 
entered the public schools this year have 
been supplied with their schoolbooks and 
other material and the book dealers of 
the city are experiencing a relief from 
the rush of (Monday and Tuesday. As 4 
matter of fact the great majority of 
schoolbooks are sold on the day of the 
opening of the echoo's and on this day 
the greatest rush is experienced. 

The question schoolbooks and the prices 
charged for them has caused no small 
amount of discussion in Atlanta and this 
year was no exception in that particular. 
On several occasions there have been 
wars between the book dealera of the 
city and this year the war w@s particu- 
larly warm and interesting. 

When the term opened 
board of education made a contract with 
the Orr Stationery Company by which 
that concern was to be the official agent 
of the board and se!l books at 5 per cent 
above ‘tha (list price. Under this «ar- 
rangement the patrons of the schools ob- 
tained books cheaper than ever before in 
the history of the city. But the Orr 
company lost money. It was found that 
the books cou!d not be brought to At- 
lanta and, sold for 5 per cent above the 
list price at a profit. 

When the board of educatiou attempted 
this year to make a similar agreement 
the dealers would not enter into it and 
demanded 20 per cent above the list price, 
which is the margin allowed them by 
the publishers of the books. The matter 
was fully discussed and finally the Orr 
Stationery Company, Delbridge & Rice 
and the Columbian Book Company agreed 
to sell the books for 15 per cent. 

The Lester company and J. M. Miller 
were asked to enter this combination, but 
they refused to lower their price and 
the other dealers then made the agree- 
ment with the board. 

The Lester company and J. M. Miller 
felt that 15 per cent was too low for any 
profit whatever, but with the other com- 
panies selling at 15 per cent there was 
very little chance for them. Finally they 
decided to cut their prices, but instead of 
making it 15 per cent, they cut to 10, 
making thelr price 5 per cent lower than 
that asked by the companies who repre- 
sented the board of education. This cut 
at once precipitated a book war. 

The cut price lists which had been 
printed were sent to the teachers of the 
public schools, but owing to the fact 
that an arrangement had been made with 
the other dealers, the teachers were not 
allowed to distribute these iists to the 
children. But the cut prices became 
known and the war was on in earnest, 
although it is declared by each of the 
dealers that there was not the slightest 
amount of feeling gover the situation. 

The book business in Atlanta this year 
was large. the cut price dealers stating 


last year the 


that their sales doubled what they were | 


last year. The other dealers had as much 
as they could attend to and when 
cut price lists were presented to them the 
cut was in every instance met. 

Owing to the manner in which 
beckKs are sold by the publishers it is 
‘mposeibie for the local dealers to con- 
trol the prices. They are allowed a mar- 
gin of 20 per cent on the list price and if 
they cut this it is their own lookout. The 
list prices are unliorm every year and if 
a local dealer is not pleased with the 
prices his only alternative is to not handle 
the books, 

During the last two terms the patrons 
of the schools have obtained books 
cheaper than ever before. The book war 
is now practically over and the wante of 
the children for the term have been sup- 
plied.

TEXAS CROP WILL BE SHORT. 


Official Report Shows a Decrease of 
36.8 in the Yield. 


Galveston, Tex., September 6.—The 
News tomorrow will print a supplementa- 
ry report of the cotton crop of Texas | 
and the territories. The review is made 
up of 385 reports of an average date of 
September 3d, covering 134 Texas coun- 
ties and twenty-three points in the In- 
dian and Oklahoma territories. 

From these reports the district aver- 
ages of the probable yield in per centages 
of decreases from last year's crop are 
as follows: 

Coast counties 29 per cent decrease; | 
east Texas 4 per cent decrease; cen- 
tral Texas 48 per cent decrease: north 
Texas 45 per cent decrease; southwest 


Texas 25 per cent decrease; territories 41 


per cent decrease. 

These reports indicate a decrease in 
the yield for Texas of 368 per rent and | 
for Texas and the territories of 37.5 per | 
cent.
